MOSCOW ~ TUSSLE 


The usaish attitude towards 
the Western Powers, after a brief]. 
essay in conciliation, seems to have 
hardened again. ‘Moscow ° pro- 
paganda agencies have’ resumed 
their familiar tirades against the 
Democracies, and M. ° Molotov 
has become. rather more than 
usually bitter in denouncing: the 
policies of Britain and the -Unit- 
cd States in Germany. If these 
attacks represent’ the be-all: and 
end-all of Russia's. attitude at the 
Moscow conference there is good 
reason for ‘pessimism about its 
result. More probably, however, 
so much. the 
veal attitude of the Soviet. Gov- 
ernment as,” an attempt to 
Mrengthen Russia's hand in the 
treaty discussions by putting, the 
Western Powers in the dock. The 
publication of the secret Yalta 
agreement on reparations is typi- 
eal of Soviet tactics, And it is dif- 
ficult to counter since the evi- 
dence is incontrovertible. The 
Kremlin no doubt reasons that, 
%€ Britain and America. can be 
manocuvred into a false position 
by such means, then the world 
will expect any concessions on 
policy to come from them, rather 
than from Russia. 

It is nevertheless hard to im- 
agine that Stalin and his advisers 
really believe the charges — that 
lunkers and. Nazis are: being 
miuintained in power by the Bri- 
tish and American — authoritics, 
that the German war potential 
has been allowed to remain in- 
tact, und, that, for some dark 
capitalist purpose, western Ger- 
many is. being ‘flooded with 
thousands of American and Bri- 
tish business men.” If they do

Gen. de Gulngand was Chicf 
of Staff to Montgomery from 
the time of the Jattor’s appoint.

until the ond of the war. Since 
the role of the British forces 
and the Field-Marshal's leader- 
ship have been the subject of 
sometimes intemperate criti- 
cism, it is valunble that au- 
thoritative material should now 
be mnde available to the gen- 
eral reader. 


D-Day Plan Changed 


Montgomery was brought 
back from Italy at, the begin- 
ning of 1944 to take operation 
charge of the invasion which 
was to_be Jaunched into North- 
West Europe carly in the year. 
A yar was, of course, already 
in ex{atence when he arrived, 
hut it required serious mudifiea- 
tion Montgomery's influence 
here was immediate and .de- 
cisive. 


After his firet examination 
of the plan he noted two major 
weaknesses. It was to be made 
on a front of inaufficlent width, 
and the original assault was to 
be carried out by no more than 
three infantry - divisions plus 
two-thirds of an alrborne divi- 
sion.

Montgomery rapidly changed

committed as the first wave. 


There is not the least doubt 
that in both these demands 
Montgomery, was absolutely 
justified by events.

Not An Unmixed Evil: 


On the other hand, It in- 
volved the postponement of D- 
Day from the beginning of 
May to the beginning of June 
and thus. lost us a valuable 
month of campaigning weather 
which was forthe 
brilliantly fine. 

This, however, did not prove 
an unmixed evil. It .certainly 
contributed—to, render—imprac- 
tteable the prospects. of dealing 
the coup de grace that autumn, 
hut it gave the Allied air forces |. 
an extra month of softening up 
enemy communications under 
good flying conditions. 

Moreover, the German plan 
of defence, which had original- 
ly envisaged a counterstroke 
after. the Allled landings had 
becn made, was progressively 
modified In favour of a peri- 
meter resistance - along tha 
beaches themselves.

Montgomery's’ successes have 
often been minimised on the 
grounds‘ of his good fortune 
in being appointed to command 
Eighth Army nt a time when 
the trickle of war material was 
swelling to a torrent.

He ofien: finds 
himself In places like Hong Kong 
and Malaya where owing to’ the 
smallness of his. pay he cannot 
take part in ony of the normal 
social. life that his-civillah com- 
patriots, with their larger pay 
packets, rehabilitation allowances 
and tax free existences, wallow 
in. it fs not that he has asked 
to be sent to.such places. He ts 
only a part*of the insurance. that 
the nation pays.
